Thin corps met aud held iu check 


the combined armies of Lee and Jackson 
from 11 o'clock iu the morning until night- 
fall. 


At the battly of Malveru Hill, who was it 


.hat fought over tho celebrated wheat field, 


hero the rebel General Magruder's crazed 


jnttftlicms were swept aivsj" like the ripened 
grain that was there ready for the reaper's 
hand? 
Who, indeed, but the same regular 


regiment!! mentioned above, thai: had stocd 
the brunt of tho battlo at Games' Mill, nnd 
when the battle was over nnd it was deemed 
neceSi-iury to retire to Harrison's Jnnding, 
what was left in that memorable wheat 
field to cover tho retreat of the retiring 
army? Nothing but the First brigade of 
regulars, composed of tho Third, Fourth, 
FJeventh and Fourteenth regiments of infan- 
try, with Avorill'B regiment of Pennsylvania 
cavalry—this small force uot retiring from 
the field of battlo until after 8 o'clock on tho 
following morning,in the midst of a drench- 
ing rain. 


Can any one who was there forget tho 


fiasco of tho "second Bull Bun," where the 
regulars held tho enemy at bay on the ex- 
treme left of the Union lino until nightfall, 
when that samo enemy was within IA miles 
of the only bridge thq nrmy was then cros- 
sing in retreat over Bull Run? Thesa iden- 
tical regular regiments did that work in the 
presence of Generals McDowell, Porter, 
Sykos, and many others. 


Where were the regulars at Antietam? 


Hero is what the then commander-in-chief 
says iu his report: "Six 
battalions of regu- 


lars wero thrown across Antietam bridge, on 
the main road, to attack aud drive book the 
enemy's sharpshooters, who we™ annoying 
Pleosauton's batteries, . -•• toe position be- 
ing ono of Brent exposure 
All those 


battalions advanced far beyond our batter- 
ies, ntid compelled the cannoneers of a 
battery of the enemy to abandon their guns. 
Few iu mmibeis ami unsupported, 
Uioy 


wero tumble to bring them off. 
Tho very 


heavy loss of this small body of men attests 
their gallantry." 


Wero the regulars absent at Fredericks- 


burg in December, '<;2? Not so; they were 
there, and, as usual, were tho last to cross 
tho pontoon bridge, over the Kuppahanuock 
river, upon iho retirement of tho Army of 
the Potomac to the north side, several hours 
after daylight in the morning, \vheu the lost 
bridge ivns immediately torn up. 


When the .Eleventh corps broke at Clmn- 


cellorsviHe, who were sent at a double-quick 
from another position to restore that line? 
Tho veterans of thu Fifth corps, of course, 
in which was the regular division; and right 
well did they perform that duty. 


Tlio national cemetery at Gettysburg!! will 


show whether Iho regular army fought 
there or not; and if tho ''Hound Top'1 could 
speak it would tell how much the state were 
indebted to these "orphans" for tho manner 
in which the regular division took possession 
of and held that noted point in the federal 
lino during the contest. 
It ia said that 


figures can not lie. Tho reports show that, 
out of 2,;iOO regulars earned into action, r»0 
officers mid '.'-0 enlisted men wero placed 
httrs de combat. Here, then, wero nine regi- 
ments of the regular army with less than 
1,400 iucn, and no chance of being recruited, 
for every ome knows that no man would 
enlist in tho regular service to bo ostracized,

The order was received at midnight, 


and at daylight they were cu route from 
Alexandria, whence they wero transported 
to the scene of the riots. They remained in 
Now York harbor while tho army rested, 
inactive, on the linppahnnnock; but as soon 
as tho opening of tho Spring of 1SG4 CIUDC 
those regiments which had become recruited 
during tlio Winter \vcro f:ent to tlio armyand 
joined in the campaigns of General Grant 
until tho surrender of Lee, nt Appomattox 
court-house, in April, 18G5. 


These an; some of the duties performed 


by the regular army during tho war, and 
surely no ono need blush at tho record. If 
any one doubts this he has but to refer to 
tho official nrmy register published each 
year by tho War Department, vhcre, at th« 
head of each organization, ho will find tho 
names of all battles in which said organiza- 
tion participated.

A case iujwhich a duel was prevented by 


ono of tho seconds, much to tho disgust of 
the other, who happened to bo a military 
man, may be related hero.

An entertainment 
given by Tom Marshall before ho joined the

abundantly furnished with wine. Marshall 
and ono of tho newspaper men, who was 
from Now Orleans, drank deeply. They had 
been class-mates in college, aud woro on 
terms of familiar intimacy. 
A slight misun- 


derstanding arose between them, aud both 
being considerable elevated, a harsh remark 
was mado by tho editor. Marshall impaired 
if ho was responsible for what ho had said. 
Tho reply was, 


"Tom Marshall, 3'ou ought lo know me 


too well to ask such a question." 


The party broke up rather suddenly, 


and a short time afterward tho 
editor 


brought to his friend of tho press who 
was present nt 
the dinner a challenge 


which ho had just received from Marshall, 
with an unconditional acceptance, asking 
him to deliver tho reply, see the army offi- 
cer, who was to act as Marshall's second, 
and make arrangements for au immediate 
meeting. The friend of tho editor was inex- 
perienced in such matters, but ho was im- 
pressed with tho folly of a duel between two 
gentlemen on ft uiiauiiderslanding at a din- 
ner table, and determined to prevent a fight 
at all hazards. Ho hold tho acceptance until 
near tho closo of tho following day, when he 
waited upon Marshall.

The tliacusHioii of marine manure;:, Wft« 


o|K'iic-(l by the llov. William Ctift of Myutlc. 
He described tho^o iibuiulaut sources of fer- 
tility which exist along our coast, utuniug 
those available to Connecticut farmer*;. 
Thin, however, includes most of those avail- 
able anywhere, (ho nrticlo of horseshoe crabs 
from which is made cftiicorino, beiug the 
only iuiportaat one which wns omitted, and 
this does occur in Connecticut in nuftlciont 
abundance to bo useful n:; 11 manure. 
The 


white fish or inenhadon, comes upon the 
coast in immense numbers during the latter 
part of Summer, iiml the method of tiikiug 
them, trying out the oil find preserving the 
scrap was explained in detail. The scrap is 
very nitrogenous, containing, besides, much 
phosphate of lime. 


This scrap gives tho principal value to 


tunny commercial superphosphates, it is 
itself an excellent 
manure, decomposes 


quickly, and is admirable for quickening 
compost heat);;, and is often used by farmers 
within several miles of tho coast to mix with 
barn-yard manure, with which it is em- 
ployed in the proportion of one to ten, 
spread in layers. 
After coming to a good 


heat allU forked together, Farmers make 
of the fresh scrap what they call "iish pie," 
composting it in layers with earth, using 
eight or ten times as much earth or sods, 
which is laid up in a heap m the field, and 
after a few weeks forked over and mixed.

to any distance, and is tho most economical 


• form of application. 
Eol grass it; the least 


valuable of tho seaweeds used as manure. It 
is obtained ac the mouth of rivers and bays, 
and in certain coves it is nnuually rolled up 
in large masses upon the beach, where it is 
gathered by farmers, and carried sometimes 
five or sis miles into the interior. It is used 
composted with manure and other materials, 
as a top dressing for rye and grass, or applied 
directly, and plowed iu. 
Ilouk weed is tho 


most valuable of the seaweeds. 
It grows 


upon rocks near tho shore, from which it is 
. torn off and brought to shore in boats and 
sold at i$2 per ton. 


Mixed with pete or soil, it heats readily, 


and tliis compost always leaves its mark. 
Fermenting alone, it gives off as strong an 
ordor of ammonia as stable manure ever 
does. Kelp, or ribbon weed, is another 
kind of nearly equal value. This grows iu 
deep water, off points where the tides sweep 
in fresh from tho ocean. Tho most importr 
ant point, where it is obtained in large 
quantities, is oa tho outside of Fisher's Is- 
land.

Large quantities arc 
used uuw every year, being obtained at,low- 
water mark by steam machinery. He men- 
tioned also "muscle-bed," which is tho accu- 
mulations of tho gray striated muscle, which 
form iu shallow water. This contains much 
animal matter, and is very valuable.
